execute the sentence of death by shooting f 
him. . I 

The prisoner was led forward blindfolded j 
and the usual words of preparation and com-1 
mand wefe given in alow and measured tone j 
by the officer in command. During the in¬ 
tervals between the commands “Take aim,’’: 
and “Fire,” and before the last was given, a 
horseman rode rapidly up the road, waving 
•in the air a paper, which was understood by 
all present to be a reprieve. Covered with i 
dust and perspiration, the officer rode hur- j 
riedly up to the officer in command and deliv- | 
ered to him what really proved to be a re¬ 
prieve. 

The shout “reprieve,” fell upon the poor 
soldier’s ear, which was already strained to 
the utmost in anticipation of hearing the last 
and final word that was to usher his soul into 
the presence of his Creator ; it was too much 
for him, and he fell back upon his coffin, ap¬ 
parently dead. The bandage was removed 
lrom his eyes, but reason had taken its flight, 
and he became a hopeless maniac. He was 

discharged from the army and sent home to 
his friends. His death had really never been
